Hon. Claude Etchin, the provincinl of Root- 
land Neck, North Carolina, who as chairman of 
ttie Ways and Means Committee, of the House, de- 
clared his intention to see that the people north 
of the Mason and Dixon line paid the cost of the 
war,.also stepped to the front to tell a secret. He 
related that it was President "Wilson who blocked 
the judiciary committee of the sixfy-second con- 
gress against reporting out a proposal to amend 
the Constitution by limiting the President's ten- 
ure of office to one term. This was one of the 
pledges of the Baltimore platform of 1912. which 
Mr. Wilson helped to draft and accepted as not 
being "molasses to catch flies." He had said be- 
fore his first election that platform pledges were 
made to be kept. Atfer his election he saw to it 
that the one-term pledge was repudiated. 


Now the Democrats are worried over ihe pos- 


sibility of the President trying for a third term. 
They frankly do not like to contemplate such a 
thing.
